WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—(/)—

sels to Panamanian registry, a step 
which would allow them to carry 
goods to the belligerents of Eu- 
rope. 

Earlier, commission sources had 
said the commission was approv- 
ing the application to transfer 
eight of the ships, but after meet- 
ing all evening it issued a state- 
ment at midnight saying: 

“The commission is exploring all 
the circumstances involved in the 
transfer, as is customary when 
such applications are filed. ... The 
commission hopes to be able to 
reach a final decision promptly.” 

Tells Reporters. 

Before the unusual night meet- 
ing; Commissioner Max O’Rell 
Truitt told reporters that approval 
would not contravene the new 
neutrality act, which forbids 
American-flag ships to go to the 
danger zones. 

“I don’t see any element of a 
dodge at all; I think it’s a com- 
pletely sound, bona fide situation 
all around,” Truitt said. 

“Congress unquestionably in- 
tended to keep the United States 
flag from going down in the brine 
and to keep United States seamen 
from losing their lives. 

“But nowhere ir the act does it 
say an American citizen couldn’t 
operate a foreign flag vessel with 
a foreign crew.” 

If the commission granis 
plication, title of the vessels would 
be transferred to a Panamanian 
corporation.

Midnight Statement. 

The commission’s midnight 
statement said:

In addition, under the Pres- 
ident’s proclamation defining com- 
bat areas under the recently en- 
acted neutrality law, no Americans 
can be carried aboard these ships

This is the old, oft-used mud. For instance. 
there bobs up again that facsimile of a check 
paid a textile mill worker, showing his balance 
after deductions to be $1.35 for 30 hours’ work. 
This is the discredited piece of evidence—the 


same check—used by Walter Davenport in his 


articles of a year or two ago in Collier’s. 


There are pictures of negro shacks in the 
outskirts of Macon, of a union organizer ha- 


ranguing a meeting of Atlanta workers, of a Ku 


Klux Klan ceremonial, of a. rotting country 
home, of hovels arid starving people and work 
animals. Altogether a most unlovely picture of 
the south. 

The truth is, there are plenty of social and 
economic conditions in the south that cry aloud 
for remedy. The south itself knows this far 
more thoroughly and more acutely than can 
any casual observer from the north or east. 

The south is, slowly but as rapidly as pos- 
sible, changing those*conditions for the better. 
It is striving to the utmost of its power to bring 
more educational opportunity, better housing, 
improved health and greater earning power to 
its people. The south knows,’ best of all, the 
_ danger of some conditions of life here and real- 
izes, to the full, that those conditions must be 
ended. 7 


But it is also true there is another side to 


the picture of life in the south. A side of great 
beauty and of greater cause for congratulation 
and for optimism. It is today bromidic to say 
the south offers finest opportunity of any sec- 
tion of the nation. But, when bromides such 
as the unfair attacks by Life and Look are re- 
iterated time and again, it becomes necessary 
to use bromides in reply. 

In a recent editorial, The Northern Virginia 
Daily correctly says: 


It is a mistake to assume that all the ills 
of the south stem from the Civil, War, or even 
from the misnamed reconstruction period, 
which followed. Certainly the economy of the 
old south and much of its culture went down 
in that struggle, but the reign of the carpet- 
bagger was relatively brief and the most 
acute effects of the war passed off within a 
decade or two. It is true, however, that the 
failure of the national government to make 
a sound reconstruction possible in the suc- 
ceeding decades and its consistent pursuance 
of a provincial policy toward the south has 
held this great section in a sort of economic 
bondage to the rest of the nation and has 
fostered the major evils which afflict the 
south today. 


The problems of the south have two appli- 
cations. First, they are problems for the south, 
itself, to combat and to remove. For the south 
understands best wherein lies the evil and 
- whereof the remedy may be found. 
Secondly, however, and scarcely less urgent- 
jy, they constitute a national problem upon 
which the welfare and future security of the 
entire nation depend. For, so long as one great 
section remains handicapped, so long does the 
entire nation suffer. : 

Therefore, in all sincerity, it would be well 


if the rest of the nation would cease unfair, |

One of the striking results of the outbreak 
of war in Europe and its American aftermath, 
the congressional debate upon, and repeal of, 
the arms embargo clause in the miscalled neu- 
trality act, is the remarkable unity of senti- 


- ment among average Americans that has been 


evidenced in all parts of the country. 
Georgia’s congressional delegation, in both 
houses, voted unanimously for embargo re- 
peal, in accord with President Roosevelt's re- 
quest and his program for maintenance of 
American neutrality. There is no doubt, among 
reasonable and unbiased observers that, in so 
doing, the senators and representatives from 
this state accurately reflected the view of the 
vast majority of their constituents, 


‘Erwin D. Canham, chief of the Washington 


bureau of the Christian Science Monitor, has 


recently made a cross-continent trip, traveling 
from the national capitol to California and 
stopping frequently, en route, to meet and talk 
with citizens in many, walks of life. The re- 
sult of that journey of observation is told in 
articles by Mr. Canham appearing in his paper. 


In one of these articles he recently said: 

“While there were many doubts and puzzles 
expressed over the actual present conduct of 
sympathies, and almost as great unanimity for 
the war, there was no doubt about national 
repeal of the arms embargo. Indeed, business- 


men and lay observers told me repeatedly in 


California—whose two senators strenuously op- 
posed embargo repeal—that they believed the 
sentiment of the state was to support aid for 
the Allies... .. © 


“The nation is not unified behind a man— 
even a President—it is unified behind a reso- 
lute determination, and that is to protect and 
preserve the blessings of this new world. Peo- 
ple will agree that the time may one day come 
for forcible action to protect these blessings. 
But the importance to civilization of this great 
nation at peace, its peace ultimately dependent 
on standards of world comity, seems to be the 
dominant inner thought of the American peo- 
ple. Beside that impelling conviction, partisan 
squabbles pale to obscurity; the venom of class 
hatred is dissipated; the nation ardently sets 
its face toward what so many of its people 
want: national unity.” 


Come peace, come war, the United States 
can but be the gainer if the observations of 
Mr. Canham are correct in regard to the new 
sense of national unity. 

And there is every evidence to testify that 
what he has seen in the midwest and in Cali- 
fornia is no less strikingly true in all other 
sections of the nation. 


Wise Suggestion 


A long-felt need will be met if a suggestion 
of members of the zoning subcommittee of city 
council is carried through to conclusion. They 
‘propose an ordinance requiring adequate garage 
facilities be provided with every new structure 
erected within the city limits, 

The suggestion is in keeping with a trend 
developed in. other cities as a means of combat- 
ing greater and greater congestion of streets. 
both in the day time and, in apartment areas, 
at night. This last problem makes it almost 
impossible for the city to adequately clean 
streets, yet today it cannot be solved because in 
the past there has been no regulation of the 
construction of buildings to forestall it. 

In the downtown area it is inevitable that 
more and more restrictions be placed upon the 
parking of automobiles, with the result more 
and more land will be devoted to the parking 
of vehicles at high cost to the operators. 

Both problems would be eased by the plan- 
ned construction of buildings to accomodate 
the cars of normal users of the structures. Over 
a period of years relief would be obtained and, 
in 20 or 30 years, to which the city must look 
ahead now, the parking problem would cease 
to be a continuing irritation.

As a matter of fact, having been rather 
sternly advised by several older members, he proved an excellent 
floor manager for his party. 


BIRTH OF A FISH Ham has been often described, but he really 

has to be seen and watched to be grasped in 
his full impressiveness. He is a large man—a very large man— 
with large features, beetling bleck brows, and the expression of 
lowering menace that was fashionable among the football heroes 
of the iron age. He is the heir to a tradition, for his grandfather 
of the same name was one of the forgotten great Americans. As 
secretary of state in Grant’s administration, the first Hamilton Fish 
saved his country almost single-handed from the worst of the dis- 
graces which threatened in that sordid time. 

_Ham’s father, however, was agin’ statesmanship, being the hard- 
boiled political manager of his New York territory. Ham himself, 
after going to St. Mark’s and achieving the football Valhalla at 
Harvard, apparently decided to blend in his own career the best 
qualities of the two previous Fish generations. « He has not always 
succeeded, but in his time he has done some remarkable things. 

After making a fine war record, he entered congress in 1920. 
His first decade was chiefly occupied by a prolonged and vociferous 
Red hunt, in which, conditions not being so favorable’as today, he 
caught very little more than the above-mentioned vegetables. His 
a period of greatness has been during the Roosevelt adminis- 

ation. 


FISH IN GLORY During these last years, Ham has made a 
specialty of criticism of members of the 
Roosevelt family, no topic, from their income tax payments to 
their propensities for travel, being too small for his Draconian cen- 
sure. He has sponsored a number of vital measures, such as his 
resolution releasing Washington ladies from the duty of calling on 
one another, an ancient practice which _Ham described as “a social 
Frankenstein, detrimental to the health, nerves and disposition.” He 
has suggested a 100 per cent tax on the fortunes of all American 
heiresses marrying foreigners. He has also sought nomination, once 
aoe and once for the Vice Presidency, both times as a 
‘liberal.” 

And among these lesser exploits, there have been exhibitions of 
larger statesmanship. One occurred when the English King and 
Queen were here last spring. Then Ham sprang to the defense of 
our bi-partisan political system, bitterly denouncing the British 
ambassador, Sir Ronald Lindsay, for not asking enough Republicans 
to the royal garden party, and none at all to dinner. Another Fish 
exhibition was during his summer vacation in Europe as chairman 
of the American delegation to the Interparliamentary Union. He 
obtained this post by packing an unattended meeting and defeating 
the routine candidate, Senator Majority Leader Alben W. Barkley. 
He used it to rampage around the continent, taking up anvther four- 
power conference on Munich lines, traveling in German foreign 

inister Von Ribbentrop’s private airplane, and offering himself as 
the ideal arbitrator of Europe’s problems. 

Ham has only one serious drawback. Being accustomed to use 
any information as a stick to beat the President with, he has com- 
pletely prevented any confidential intercourse between the State 
Department and the house committee on foreign affairs. He is, 
therefore, an important obstacle to the development of an intelligent 
American foreign policy. And picturesque though he may be, his 
fellow Republicans wonder, sometimes, whether he is really worth it.

The Artist 


Point of View. 

In discussing any work of art, 
painting, sculpture or whatnot, 
there are always at least two 
points of view to be considered. 

Last week, in this column, the 
layman’s point of view in respect 
to “Georgia Jungle,” the picture 
by Alexander Brook which wou 
the Pittsburgh International award 
for this year, was given. The point 
of view had nothing whatever tuo 
do with the technique of the pic- 
ture. In fact, I have never seen 
the picture itself, only black and 
white reproductions in newspapers 
and magazines. Not very good re- 
productions, either. 

So this lay point of view dealt 
only with the unfortunate slur 
against Georgia which such a pic- 
ture would‘inevitably inspire in 
the lay mind. 


Might 1 suggest here that such 
a slur would never have existed 
had Mr. Brook been a trifle more 
subtle in his title? If he’d omit- 
ted afl reference to locality and 
given it some indefinite title no 
one would have been resentful at 
all. 

Now, however, a letter has 
reached this desk from Horace 
Day, director of the Herbert In- 
stitute of Art, of Augusta, which 
gives the artists’ point of view on 
“Georgia Jungle.” Just to com- 
plete the record and let readers 
have both thoughts, his letter is 
herewith given in full:

“Dear Mr. Jones— 

“T was very much interested in 
what you had to say about Alex- 
ander Brapk’s painting “Georgia 
Jungle,” which won the first 
award at the “International” at 
Pittsburgh, and I hope you will 
be patient with me if I add some 
further observations on the same 
subject, a little more from the 
artist’s point of view. 

“Tt is hard for those who do not 
paint themselves to see the many 
aspects of a subject that attract 
an artist, which have a purely 
esthetic interest. An artist’s sub- 
ject matter is the vehicle by which 
he best expresses his unique abil- 
ities as a painter, consequently we 
will find that this material does 
not always have much connection 
with the life around the artist. For 
an extreme example witness Wil- 
liam Blake. 

“An artist with a fondness for 
rich, full-bodied color, and Dela- 
croix was just such an artist, 
would seek out material that 
would give ample range for this 
talent. Delacroix painted harem 
scenes in Morocco and gory bat- 
tle epics. Corot, on the other hand, 
had a faculty like Brook’s of 
catching subtle. color harmonies, 
the moods of early morning and 
late evening, and he could best 
exercise this gift in the forest of 
Fontainebleau when the subject 
was sympathetic to his theories. 


In Dreary 
Suburbs. 
“Burchfield finds his melan-

holy color 


harmonies in the 
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dreary suburbs of big cities. This 
subject in itself has no order or 
harmony, any more than a water- 
fall is music, but the sound of fall- 
ing ‘water would inspire Debussy 
in the same way that a deserted 
store would suggest a tapestry of 
beauty to a Burchfield. 


“Tombstones have inspired 
poets, and sometimes a desert will 
inspire an artist if it suggests an 
outlet for his metier. 


“It is hard to say what Turner 
would have painted in Georgia, 
but one may be sure that the 
subject would only have been use- 
ful as a means of expressing his 
theories of color and form.’ This 
would have been true of Cezanne, 
Monet and even Renoir. 


“Some artists are more topical 
but in the case of Alexander Brook 
I feel sure that his subject was 
chosen: with all the disinterested- 
ness of a Chardin arranging ob- 
jects for a still life; and that he 
found in that scene a beauty that 
could speak through the meduim 
of his art.

The Communists could not have 
overlooked the meaning of this 
provision, for they are very bright 
at reading the plain meanings of 
all sorts of proposals and detecting 
hidden meanings, too. 


Disapprove For that matter, 
Of Strik under dictatorial 
rix€S government, the 
Communists, including those of the 
California CIO, seriously disap- 
prove of strikes, a fact that is 
borne out by reference to the news 
from Russia, which has revealed 
no strike since the workers were 
liberated. It is only under capita- 
lism that the workers enjoy the 
right to strike and ¢4he Commun- 
ists are not capitalists. Therefore, 
under Brother Owens of the ham- 
’n’-eggs plan, if he should do his 
stuff thoroughly and avoid weak- 
ness in his administration the 
California CIO would have no 
reason to ask his recall.

But, 
after all, another election to the legislature or to the governor’s 
office is not too important. My state is.” : 

The state is approaching a very real crisis. It is, in fact, uncom- 
fortably close.

In time of war prepare for the peace. 

If Americans keep out of the present horror, they will play the 
leading role in saving what is left of civilization. And since that 
will be their job, they should begin now to make plans for a better 
world, 

In making these plans, we must keep in mind a few inescapable 
facts. The first is that all races and classes of men must continue 
to live on the earth together. The second is that modern weapons 
have made war so destructive that civilization cannot survive a long 
conflict. A‘ world war would ruin and bankrupt both victors and 
vanquished, leaving nothing but loosely organized mobs contesting 
for loot in the wreckage. Governments won’t survive in that chads. 

Mankind, therefore, must choose between the mad destruction of 
all it has built and some new order that will make peace lasting and 
certain. 

If this war is ended only by exhaustion, and Germany is the 
victor, we know what kind of peace will be imposed. It will mean 
the Bolshevik-Nazification of the greater part of the world and the 
end of liberty. Small nations will be absorbed or made serfs by the 
great ones, and each tyrant power will have its “sphere of influence 
peopled by virtual slaves. That is the German plan. 

If England and France win and impose a peace of revenge, they 
will try once more to-tie Germany down, and thus insure a repetition 
of history. It might be possible to kill eighty million virile, bighly- 
developed people, but they cannot be held forever in subjection. 

If humanity is not to lose all it has gained in centuries of prog- 
ress, it must forever end war. And it cannot end warfare except by 
a peace that gives justice to ‘all and makes it profitable for all to 
co-operate. 

The chief obstacle to peace is the nationalism born of race prej- 
udice. A similar feeling kept our 13 jealous states quarreling until 
they united under the Constitution. Ye} now we have almost far-

Sir: You recently did me the 

honor of printing a letter upon 
the possibility of discussing the 
outcome of this war while it is 
still going on, in which I stressed 
the need for free and outspoken 
discussion. 

This letter produced a consid- 
erable response, and it has been 
reprinted extensively in America 
and elsewhere, I have been fa- 
vored by the views and comments 
of a number of very able people. 
With your permission I will give 
certain things that have become 
much clearer in this discussion as 
it has proceeded. 

The first is the extensive de- 
mand for. .a statement of “war 
aims” on the part of young and 
old, who want to know more pre- 
cisely what we are fighting for,

and the second is the practical im- 
possibility of making any state- 
ment in terms of boundaries, fed- 
erations. and political readjust- 
ments at the present time. 

This demand and this difficulty 
are: not so mutually contradictory 
as they seem ‘at first. There is a 
way of answering the demand in 
a very satisfactory manner with- 
out any of the entanglements in- 
volved in map-drawing,. constitu- 
tion - mongering, schemes for 
pledges, guarantees, sanctions and 
the like, and-it is a method which 
is entirely in the best traditions 
of the Atlantic. parliamentary 
peoples. 

. Set-Up Basic Law. 

The method of a declaration of 
rights. At various crisis in the his- 
tory of our communities, begin- 
ning with Magna Carta.and going 
through various bills of rights, 
rights of man, and so forth, it has 
been our’custom to produce a spe- 
cific. declaration of the broad prin- 
ciples on which our public and so- 
cial life is based, and to abide by 
that as our fundamental law. 

The present time seems pecu- 
liarly suitable for such a restate- 
ment of the spirit in which we 
face life in general and the pres- 
ent combat in particular. 

It would answer the first ques- 
tion completely, it would furnish 
a criterion for our subsequent 
treaties and behavior. 

War Aims Clarified. 

In’ conjunction with a few 
friends I have drafted a trial state- 
ment of the rights of man brought 
up to date, I think that this state- 
ment may serve to put the war 
aims discussion upon a new and 
more hopeful ‘footing. “It really in- 
volves nothing that is not:actually 
observed or tacitly accepted by a 
in the democratic states of today, 
great majority of reasonable men 
it defines the spirit in which the 
mass of our people are more or 
less consciously fighting, and it is 
calculated to appeal very forcibly 
to every ‘responsive spirit under 
the yoke of the obscurantist and 
totalitarian tyrannies with which 
we are in conflict. 

Declaration of Rights. 

Since a man comes into this 
world through no fault of his own, 
since he is a joint inheritor of the 
accumulations of the past, and 
since those accumulations are more 
than sufficient to satisfy the claims 
that are here made on his behalf, 
it follows— 

(1) That every man without dis- 
tinction of race or color is entitled 
to nourishment, housing, covering, 
medical care and attention suffi- 
cient to realize his full possibil- 
ities of physical and ‘mental de- 
velopment and to keep him in a 
state of health from his birth to 
death, 

(2) That he is entitled to suf- 
ficient education to make him a 
useful and interested citizen, that 
he should have easy access to in- 
formation upon all matters of com- 
mon knowledge throughout his 
life and enjoy the utmost freedom 
of discussion. 

(3) That he and his personal 
property lawfully acquired are en- 
titled to police and legal protection 
from private violence, deprivation, 
compulsion and intimidation. 

Protected From Slander. 

(4) That although he is subject 
to the free criticism of his fellows, 
he shall have adequate protection 
from any lying or misrepresenta- 
tion that may distress or injure 
him. All registration and records 
about citizens shall be open to 
their personal and private’ inspec- 
tion. There shall be no secret dos- 
siers in any administrative depar 
ment, All dossiers shall be accessi- 
ble te the man concerned and sub- 
ject to verification and correction 
at his challenge. A dossier is mere- 


ly a memorandum; it cannot be} 


used as evidence without proper 
confirmation. 

(5) That he may engage freely 
in any lawful oczupation, earning 


such pay as the need for his work 
and the increment it makes to the 


common welfare r:ay justify. That 
he is entitled to demand employ- 
ment and to a free choice when 
there is any variety of employ- 
ment open to him, He may suggest 
employment for himself and have 
his claim publicly considered, 
Move Freely, If Quietly. 

(6) That he roay move freely 
about the world at his own ex- 
pense, That his private house or 
apartment or reasonably limited 
garden enclosure is his castle, 
which may be entered only with 
his consent, but that he shall have 
the right to roam «ver any kind of 
country, moorland, mountain, farm, 
great garden or what not, where 
his presence will not be destruc- 
tive of its special use nor danger- 
ous to himself nor seriously incon- 
venient to his fellow citizens. 

(7) That he shall have the right 
to buy or ‘sell without any dis-

(9) That no man shall be sub- 
jected to any sort.of mutilation or 
sterilization except with his own 
deliberate consent, freely given, 
nor to bodily assault, except in 
restraint of his own violence, nor 
to torture, beating or any other 
bodily punishment; he shall not be 
subjected to imprisonment with 
such an excess of silence, noise, 
light or darkness as to cause men- 
tal suffering, or to imprisonment 
in infected, verminous or other- 
wise insanitary quarters, or be put 
into the company of verminous or 
infectious. people. He shall. not 
be forcibly fed nor prevented from 
starving himself if he so desires. 
He shall not be forced to take 
drugs, nor shall they be adminis- 
tered to him without his knowl- 
edge. That the extreme punish- 

ments to which*he may be sub- 


jected are rigorous imprisonment |, 


for a term of not longer than 15 
years or death.’ 

(10) That the provisions and 
principles embodied in this dec- 
laration shall be more fully de- 
fined in a legal code which shall 
be made easily accessible to every- 
one. This declaration shall not 
be qualiifed nor departed from 
upon any pretext whatever. It 
incorporates all previous declara- 
tions of human right. Henceforth 
it is the fundamental law for man- 
kind. throughout the whole world.

Adolph Max, 69, Victim of 
Pneumonia; King 
Mourns Him. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 6.—(4#)—Bur- 
gomaster Adolphe Max, 69, one of 
Belgium’s national heroes and 
mayor of Brussels 30 consecutive 
years, died today of pneumonia. 

Loved by the Belgians for his 
defiance against German invaders 
of his city during the World War, 
he died shortly after Queen 
Mother Elizabeth visited him. One 
of the first to call after his death 
was King Leopold, a close personal 
friend. - 

When the German commander, 
General von Jarotsky,. entered 
Brussels in 1914 he'called at the

Burgomaster Max thereupon 
took out his penknife and cerc- 
moniously placed it next to the 
gun, thus beginning his resistance 
to the conquerers which culminat- 
ed in his arrest and detention in a 
German prison until after the war. 

Max escaped from the prison 
with a false passport written by 
himself and on his return to Brus- 
sels was given an ovation by the 
people, who called him 
Max.”

Everett S. Lain, M.D., and G. 
Sherrill Caughron, D.D.S., in a 
contribution on electrogalvanic 
phenomena in the mouth where 
dissimilar metals are present— 
such as gold and zinc, aluminum 
or tin, or silver or mercury (amal- 
gam) and gold, or platinum and 
aluminum or chromium or. stron- 
tium. These authors give a list 
of two dozen or more metals used 
in dentistry, some of which are 
electrogalvanically positive and 
others negative. Presence of two 
metals, one positive the other neg- 
ative, in the mouth, is sufficient 
to produce a miniature galvanic 
battery effect, with the. normal 
saliva serving as electrolyte. 

In some instances, déspite the 


_presence of two dissimilar metals 


and a scientifically measurable 
galvanic current passing between 


them, the patient experiences no 
particular trouble save occasional 
metallic taste or sometimes a slight 
shock when some metal conductor 
placed in the mouth happens to 
bridge the space between the elec- 
trodes. . 

But in a good many instances 
obstinate irritation or actual ul- 
ceration and sores, resembling 
canker sores or leucoplakia (white 
patches) on gums or tongue or 
cheek lining opposite one or the 
other metal or in the path between 
them, persistently recur or Tefyse 
to heal until one or the other 
metal is removed from the mouth. 

A correspondent (R. H. W.), 
whose technical or scientific qual- 
ifications are not known to mé, 
says a simple experiment will 
prove that electric current can be 
produced by dissimilar metals in 
the mouth. Thus, if you place a 
silver dime and an iron wire nail 
in a pool of saliva close together 
but not quite in contact, then con- 
nect the terminals of an ordinary 
/0-1 milliameter, such as is com- 
monly used in radio work, to the 
two pieces of metal, a current of 
as much as 700 or 800 microam- 
peres will be recorded, which is 
certainly enough to produce éf- 
fects. of electrolysis. 

If that is correct, as I believe, 
then these members of the medi- 
cal and dental professions who 
have offhand dismissed the idea of 
‘galvanic sore mouth as absurd 
perhaps had better think aghin.

You've heard of beri-beri ... 
unless you and your family are 
on an extremely poor diet, you 
won’t get it. But you might de- 
velop other unpleasant symptoms 
such as nervousness, irritability, 
constipation and twinges of indi- 
gestion. This vitamin is nécessary 
to the healthy functioning of the 
nervous system, and digestive tract“ 
and to the muscle toné of the ali- 
mentary tract. : 

For your family’s protection, 
give them wholé grain bread— 
they will learn to like it better 
than white—and see that both the 
cooked and the réady-to-eat cere- 
als are of the whole grain variéty. 
Do riot add soda to any vegetable 
before cooking. It preserves the 
color, but at thé expense of the 
vitamin. Don’t throw the vitamins 
down the drain! Many of the vita- 
mins, B includéd, dissolve in 
water, 80 all vegetable water 
should be carefully saved for’ ‘use 
in soups. 

Vitamin B is not stored to any 
extent, so the foods rich in it 
should be eaten daily. The re- 
quirement of Vitamin B varies 
with the rate of growth and the 
amount of activity, but Professor 
Henry C. Sherman, of Columbia 
University, says that to supply 
adequate Vitamin B on a normal 
diet, half the food calories should 
be taken in fruits, vegetables, 
milk and eggs, and half the bread 
and cereals in the form of whole 
grain. 

Because of the restriction in 
breads and ceréals, all that are 
included in the reducer’s. diet, 
should be of the whole grain 
variety. The reducer should have 
daily, at least three slices of 
whole wheat bread, together with 
a glass or two of skim. milk or 
buttermilk, two servings of veg- 
etables including the broth, oné 
egg, and one-half glass of orange 
juice or a whole glass of tomato 
juice. 

Richest sources of Vitamin Bl 
are dry brewer’s yeast and wheat 
germ. If your child is undersized, 
or has a finicky appetite, add a 
little wheat germ to the break- 
fast cereal while cooking. Or, use 
one of the yeast extracts in soups 
and sauces. Both plans are excel- 
lent for expectant mothers, for 
during pregnancy the Vitamin B 
requirement is about five. times 
as great. ~ -
